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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the declaration does provide factual evidence but 
merely provides opinion testimony that "it is well known by a person having ordinary skill in the art, that the organic salts listed in Table A, 
are incompatible with our polycarbonate composition" because said salts do not dissolve in polycarbonate. The declaration does not 
report precisely what was done, e.g., procedures and conditions followed, to get these results. Assuming arguendo, that the presently 
claimed flame retardants do not dissolve in polycarbonate, said observation would still be insufficient evidence to provide explicit support 
for the new term "incompatible". The term "incompatible" encompasses varying meanings and definitions in the prior art, e.g., various 
degrees of incompatibility. ' 
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
